2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-42 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
developing a financial portfolio by determining a user's current financial portfolio, a user's profile based on personal financial 
parameters and suggesting changes to a user's financial portfolio reflecting the user's profile.
